SANTA BARBARA, Calif.—(As-.the Neanderthal man roamed Paleo-

is afforded by recent excavations of 
human remains near Santa Barbara, 
Calif., in the belief of Dr. J. P. Har- 
rington, head of a party of Smith- 
sonian Institution investigators which 
made the find. 


Dr. Harrington said the discoveries 


proved theories formerly heh' by sci- 
entists to be incorrect by at least 15,- 
000 ye»r« and possibly more. 


That the Santa Barbara man w»« 


an inhabitant of the Pacific coast at 
the same time as, if not earlier than 


features of the ukulls found here. 
Chief of these is the thickness of the 
skull, the almost complete absence of 
forehead, the bovine characteristics 
of the teeth and the construction of 
upper *nd lower jaws, whiih resem- 
bles that evident in the lower orders.

This will be a start in taking care of the great increase in 


aur.ornobiie parking in ine city, it will be no rnore than that for 
the regulations, no matter how much time is spent on them at 
present, will be obsolete before many months pass. This wilf be 
the result in the increase of the number of machines using the 
streets. 


Time limits will be placed on parking on various streets and 


different style of parking on different streets is provided. There 
will be some confusion at the beginning and1 the police depart- 
ment will have a:i added burden in checking up machines and 
keeping the driving public out of jams which are certain to result. 


The police should realize that there will be more or less con- 


fusion at the beginning and that it will take time for drivers to 
be-ome familiar with the new regulations. They should have pa- 
tience with motorists and work with them toward the end of per- 
fect understanding of the rules. Only in this way can the best 
results be obtained. We are not in favor of habitual traffic vio- 
lations, but many violations are made innocently. The officers 
should make an effort to discern between carelessness and hon- 
est endeavor on the part of drivers and act accordingly in exer- 
cising their authority.

NEWSPAPERS AS EDUCATORS 


H 


IGH tribute to the value of the daily newspaper is given by 


Vernon M. Reigel, derector of education of Ohio. In a cir- 


cular letter addressed to superintendents of schools in all parts 
of the state, Riegel asks that special emphasis be given the 
teaching of reading in the schools this yeas. 


He rightly points out that the one sort of reading the school 


cati be sure practically every literate adult will engage in is news- 
paper reading. Yet very little has been done in the past, Riegel 
declares, to make of the youth while in school a discerning and 
discriminating user of the public press. 


Emphasis on reading of newspaper material is necessary not 


only as adequate preparation for the later life-long use of the 
•daily paper, but also as a means of keeping pupils informed of 
and interested in the current events of the world about them. 
The child is entitled to educational opportunity for his physical, 
mental, moral and spiritual development to the full extent of his 
possibilities. 


Riegel points out that the newspaper of today is, one of the 


most important extra-curricular educational agencies, with valu- 
able departments and sections which pupils are not being taught 
how to utilize and which they are, therefore likely never to uti- 
lize. There is to be found in most current publications material 
that will contribute to the physical, moral, intellectual and spir- 
itual welfare of their readers. 


Citizenship training will not be thoroly handled if the news- 


paper is left out of account. 
President Hadley, of Yale, says: 


"Each one of us is given a share in governing the country, be- 
cause it is supposed he will take an intelligent interest in facts 
which affect its management. If he reads his newspaper prim- 
arily for the salce of murders and prize fights, and only looks at 
the columns of public hews when they are made as much like re- 
ports of murders and prize fights as possible, he fails to do his 
duty as a citizen."
